CHARTER  OF  INCORPORATION. 


GRANTED  JULY  18th,  1851. 

Whereas,  the  following  named  persons,  citizens  of 
this  Commonwealth,  viz.  : Alonzo  Potter,  William  H. 
Odenheimer,  Joseph  Reed  Ingersoll,  Peter  McCall, 
George  M.  Wharton  and  Francis  Wharton,  have,  to- 
gether with  other  citizens,  associated  themselves  for 
the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  following  articles,  and  are 
desirous  to  be  incorporated  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania, 
entitled  “ An  Act  to  confer  on  certain  Associations  of 
the  Qitizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  powers  and 
immunities  of  corporations  or  bodies  politic  in  law,” — 
They  therefore  declare  the  following  to  be  the  objects, 
articles,  and  conditions  of  their  said  association, 
agreeably  to  which  they  desire  to  be  incorporated,  viz. : 


I.  NAME. 

The  name  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  “ The  Hospital 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Philadelphia.” 

II.  OBJECTS. 

The  objects  of  this  Corporation  are — 

1.  To  provide  medical  and  surgical  aid  and  nursing 
for  the  sick  and  disabled,  either  in  the  Wards  of  the 
Hospital  or  at  their  homes. 

2.  To  instruct  and  train  suitable  persons  in  the 
duties  of  nursing  and  attending  upon  the  sick. 

3.  To  provide  the  instructions  and  consolations  of 
religion  according  to  the  principles  of  the  Protestant 
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Episcopal  Church,  for  those  who  are  under  the  care  of 
the  institution. 

4.  Such  other  purposes  incidental  and  kindred  to 
those  above  mentioned  as  the  Board  of  Managers  here- 
inafter to  be  provided,  may  prescribe. 

III.  OF  CONTRIBUTORS. 

1.  Every  person  contributing,  at  one  time,  a sum 
not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
the  annual  election  for  managers. 

2.  Every  contributor  of  one  thousand  dollars  shall 
be  entitled  to  have  one  person  constantly  in  the  wards 
on  his  or  her  recommendation. 

3.  Every  contributor  of  two  thousand  dollars  shall 
become  a perpetual  contributor,  and  be  entitled  tp  have 
one  person  constantly  in  the  wards  on  his  or  her  recom- 
mendation ; and  shall  have  in  addition,  the  privilege 
of  designating  by  last  will,  or  other  declaration  in 
writing,  attested  by  two  witnesses,  in  whom  the  rights 
of  contributorship  shall  be  vested. 

4.  Every  contributor  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall 
be  entitled  to  confer  such  name  as  he  or  she  shall 
appoint,  upon  a ward,  which  shall  ever  thereafter  bear 
that  designation. 

5.  Every  contributor  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
entitled  to  confer  such  name  as  he  or  she  shall  appoint 
upon  a ward,  which  shall  ever  thereafter  bear  that  desig- 
nation, and  shall  have  in  addition,  the  privilege  of 
having  five  patients  at  all  times  in  the  Hospital.  Such 
privilege  to  be  enjoyed  perpetually,  and  to  pass  by  last 
will  or  other  declaration  in  writing  attested  by  two 
witnesses. 

6.  A contributor  of  any  sum  shall  be  entitled  to  have 
a patient  each  year  upon  the  books  of  the  institution 
for  a period  equal  to  double  the  period  which  the  annual 
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interest  on  his  contribution  would  entitle  him  to,  at 
the  rates  for  pay  patients. 

7.  A yearly  payment  of  five,  ten,  twenty,  or  more 
dollars,  constitutes  an  annual  subscriber,  with  the 
privilege  of  having  a patient  in  the  Hospital,  or  of 
securing  attendance  and  medicines,  at  his  or  her  home, 
during  the  year  of  his  subscription,  fora  period  equal 
to  double  the  period  which  the  amount  of  his  sub- 
scription would  entitle  him  to,  at  the  rates  for  pay 
patients,  but  without  the  right  of  voting  for  managers, 
unless  his  annual  subscription  shall  amount  to  fifty 
dollars. 

8.  The  corporation  hereby  established  shall  also  be 
entitled  to  receive  from  persons  charitably  disposed, 
donations  or  legacies  to  any  amount  not  falling  within 
any  of  the  foregoing  classes,  and  apply  the  same  to  the 
general  purposes  of  the  institution. 

9.  The  privileges  of  all  contributors  or  subscribers 
shall  he  enjoyed  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the 
institution. 


IY.  OP  GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  institution  shall  be  vested  in 
a Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  twenty-four  persons, 
communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
Philadelphia,  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  clergymen, 
in  addition  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  if  there  be 
one,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  Board. 
In  case  of  a vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Board  shall 
choose  for  the  current  year,  one  of  their  own  number 
to  be  President,  until  there  be  a Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  election  for  managers  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  January,  1852,  and  thereafter  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  January  in  every  year,  or  in  case  of  failure 
to  elect  on  that  day,  on  any  subsequent  day.  At  the 
first  election,  twenty-four  managers  shall  be  chosen,  in 
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three  different  classes  of  eight  members  each,  to  con- 
tinue in  office  for  one,  two,  and  three  years  respectively ; 
and  at  every  subsequent  election  eight  members  shall 
be  elected  to  serve  for  three  years.  The  Board  shall 
have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body.  Seven 
members  shall  be  a quorum  for  all  ordinary  business, 
including  the  payment  of  current  expenses.  But  for 
filling  vacancies  .in  their  body,  making  or  altering  by- 
laws, purchasing  or  selling  real-estate,  or  other  capital 
stock  of  the  institution,  or  contracting  any  debt  beyond 
two  hundred  dollars,  except  for  current  expenses, 
thirteen  members  shall  be  required  to  form  a quorum. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  at  their  first 
meeting  in  each  year,  or  at  such  other  time  as  they 
may  designate,  a Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  other 
necessary  officers,  provided,  however,  that  the  Treasurer 
shall  not  be  one  of  their  own  body. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  meetings  monthly, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  of  which 
due  notice  shall  be  given. 

V.  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  choose  at  their  first 
meeting  after  their  election,  or  at  such  other  time 
as  they  may  appoint,  such  number  of  Physicians,  Sur- 
geons, and  Obstetricians,  for  the  current  year,  as  they 
shall  deem  fit,  who  shall  form  a Medical  Board.  They 
shall  also  fill  vacancies  therein  as  they  occur,  and  shall 
have  the  power  of  removal. 

The  entire  medical  care  of  the  patients  shall  devolve 
on  the  said  Medical  Board. 

No  patient  shall  be  admitted  except  in  the  cases 
herein  otherwise  provided  for,  without  the  certificate  of 
one  of  that  Board,  nor  discharged  without  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Physician  or  the  Surgeon  at  the  time  in 
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attendance.  The  nurses  and  attendants  shall  be  subject 
to  their  authority. 

There  shall  also  be  appointed  at  the  same  time, 
assistant  Physicans,  Surgeons,  &c.,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  attend  daily  in  such  rotation  as  they  may  decide 
among  themselves,  to  treat  such  sick  or  injured 
persons  as  shall  present  themselves  for  advice  and 
assistance  as  out-patients,  and  they  shall  visit  them  at 
their  houses  when  the  case  is  such  as  renders  them 
unable  to  come  to  the  Hospital  for  treatment. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Managers, 
annually,  such  number  of  house-resident  Physicians 
as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Medical  Board  and 
approved  by  the  Managers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
attend  to  the  treatment  of  all  the  in-patients  during  the 
intervals  of  the  visits  of  the  attending  members  of  the 
Medical  Board  to  whom  they  shall  be  held  responsible 
for  that  duty.  They  shall  also  prescribe  for  such  cases 
of  out-patients  as  may  be  presented  at  those  hours 
when  the  assistant  Physician  or  Surgeon  is  not  in 
attendance. 

VI.  OF  RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

A Chaplain  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  for  the  time  being,  or  in  the  event  of  a vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  celebrate  Divine  worship  every 
morning  and  evening  in  a chapel  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose. 

He  shall  be  ready  at  all  times  to  discharge  all  duties 
which  pertain  to  his  office  as  a Minister  of  the  Gospel, 
as  well  to  the  sick  and  poor  at  their  own  homes,  as  to 
the  patients  in  their  wards. 

Private  religious  ministrations  are  not  to  be  under- 
stood as  prohibited  to  any  patient,  according  to  his  or 
her  conscience. 
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VII.  OF  PATIENTS. 

Any  case  of  accidental  injury  shall  be  admitted  if 
brought  to  the  Hospital  within  twenty-four  hours  of 
the  time  at  which  the  injury  was  received,  and  the 
case  be  considered  by  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon 
sufficiently  severe  to  require  assistance. 

Other  patients,  without  exclusion  of  creed,  color,  or 
country,  shall  be  admitted,  subject  to  the  decision  of 
the  Physician  or  Surgeon  at  the  time  in  attendance  and 
the  acting  Managers ; provided,  that  among  incurable 
patients  a preference  shall  be  given  to  members  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Those  cases  which  are  deemed  by  the  Medical 
officers  most  necessitous,  urgent  and  dangerous,  and 
those  which  are  most  likely  to  admit  of  being  relieved, 
are  to  have  preference  in  being  received  as  patients. 

Persons  afflicted  with  contagious  diseases  may  be 
received,  subject  to  such  limitations  or  regulations  as 
experience  shall  show  to  be  requisite. 

VIII.  OF  NURSING  AND  LAY  ATTENDANTS. 

Besides  paid  nurses,  the  following  may  be  employed, 
subject  to  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as  the 
Managers  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

1.  Persons  of  both  sexes  who  wish  to  be  educated 
for  the  business  of  nursing. 

2.  Persons  of  both  sexes  who  wish  to  devote  a 
portion  or  the  whole  of  their  time  to  gratuitous 
attendance  on  the  sick  and  afflicted. 


IX. 

Until  the  regular  election  of  a Board  of  Managers,  in 
January,  1852,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  following 
twenty-four  persons  shall  compose  the  Board  of 
Managers  :

BY-LAWS. 


ADOPTED  OCTOBER  25th,  1851. 


Law  1st. 

The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall 
be  held  on  the  last  Thursday  of  every  month,  at  such 
hour  and  place  as  the  Board,  from  time  to  time  may 
designate.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  on  his  own  motion;  and  shall  be  called  by 
him,  when  he  is  requested  so  to  do  by  five  members. 

Law  2d. 

The  business  of  every  meeting  shall  be  opened  with 
appropriate  Collects  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
or  with  a form  of  Prayer  provided  by  the  Bishop.  The 
roll  shall  then  be  called,  and  the  minutes  of  the  former 
meeting  read,  corrected  if  necessary,  and  approved. 
The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1st.  Communications,  which  shall  be  read,  consid- 
ered and  disposed  of 

2d.  Report  of  Treasurer  read  and  considered. 

3d.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees  in  alphabetical 

order. 

4th.  Reports  of  Special  Committees  in  the  same 
order.  Each  report  shall  be  disposed  of,  before  pro- 
ceeding to  the  next  in  order  ; and  all  reports  shall  be 
in  writing. 

5th.  Unfinished  business. 

6th.  Resolutions,  if  any,  submitted  by  any  member. 
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Law  3d. 

At  the  first  meeting  after  each  annual  election,  the 
Board  shall  be  distributed  into  Visiting  Committees,  to 
be  composed  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen  in  each. 
The  clerical  members  of  each  Visiting  Committee  shall 
serve  during  six  weeks.  Of  the  lay  members  of  the 
Committee  which  shall  first  enter  on  duty  after  each 
election,  one  to  be  determined  by  lot  or  otherwise  at 
the  first  meeting  of  said  committee,  shall  serve  during 
only  four  weeks,  at  the  end  of  which  period,  his  place 
shall  be  supplied  by  one  lay  member  of  the  Committee 
next  in  order,  who  shall  thus  serve  as  the  medium  of 
connection  between  the  two  Committees.  The  term  of 
service  of  such  lay  member  shall  be  six  weeks,  at  the 
end  of  which  term  his  place  shall  be  supplied  by  one 
lay  member  of  the  Committee  next  in  order  of  succes- 
sion, and  thus  throughout  the  official  year. 

Of  the  Visiting  Committee  on  duty,  any  two  shall 
have  power  to  act. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Visiting  Committee  to 
visit  the  Hospital  and  inspectrthe  condition  of  the  wards 
and  patients  at  least  once  in  each  week ; to  attend  to 
the  admission  and  discharge  of  patients  in  concert  with 
the  medical  officers  in  attendance  at  the  time ; to  ex- 
amine the  accounts  of  the  Superintendent;  to  see  that 
the  rules  of  the  institution  are  duly  observed  ; to  attend 
to  the  purchase  of  all  articles  necessary  for  the  use  of 
the  Hospital,  provided  always  that  they  do  not  expend 
or  incur  liability  for  any  sum  exceeding  two  hundred 
dollars  without  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Board. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot  at  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  after  the  annual  election,  a Committee 
on  Finance,  to  consist  of  three  members,  who  shall 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  also  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Visiting  Committee  semi-annually.  This 
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Committee  shall  also  attend  in  conjunction  with  the 
Treasurer  to  the  investment  and  proper  management 
of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Corporation. 

Law  4 th. 

The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  member  of  the 
Board  next  in  order  on  the  roll,  shall  preside  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Managers.  He  shall  decide  all  questions 
of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Board  as  herein- 
after provided. 


Law  5th. 

The  Secretary  shall,  besides  the  ordinary  duties  of  a 
Secretary,  such  as  keeping  the  minutes  and  issuing 
notices  to  the  members  of  the  Board,  act  also  as  the 
conservator  of  the  papers,  records  and  minutes  of  the 
Hospital.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  seal  of 
the  corporation  and  affix  it  to  documents  when  directed 
by  a resolution  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  only  in 
such  cases. 


Law  6 th. 

The  Treasurer  shall  present  quarterly  to  the  Board 
of  Managers,  a written  report  of  the  state  of  the  funds, 
and  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  pre- 
ceding quarter.  He  shall  pay  bills  when  directed  by 
a resolution  of  the  Board,  or  in  accordance  with  the 
3d  by-law. 


Law  7th. 

The  rules  of  order  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  The  ayes  and  noes  on  any  question  shall  be  taken 
at  the  request  of  two  members. 

2.  All  motions  shall  be  submitted  in  writing. 
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3.  The  question  shall  not  be  put  on  a motion,  unless 
the  same  be  seconded.  But  all  motions  shall  appear 
upon  the  minutes  and  with  the  mover’s  name,  although 
not  seconded. 

4.  "When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  he  shall, 
with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the 
same  debate,  without  leave  of  the  Board. 

6.  When  a question  is  under  consideration,  no  mo- 
tion shall  be  received,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table, 
to  postpone  it  to  a certain  time,  to  postpone  it  indefi- 
nitely, to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it ; and 
motions  for  any  of  these  purposes,  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  herein  named.  The  motions  to  lay  upon 
the  table,  and  to  adjourn,  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.  The  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order. 

7.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, unless  otherwise  ordered. 

8.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  received,  of  course,  and  without  motion 
for  acceptance,  unless  recommitted  by  vote  of  the 
Board. — All  reports  recommending  or  requiring  any 
action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Board,  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a resolution  for  the  action  of  the  Board 
therein. 

9.  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  dis- 
tinct propositions,  the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the 
request  of  any  member,  and  a vote  taken  separately, 
except  that  a motion  to  strike  out  and  insert,  shall  be 
indivisible. 

10.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
Chair,  without  debate  ; but  any  member  may,  if  second- 
ed, appeal  from  such  decision  j and  on  such  appeal,  no 
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member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  express 
leave  of  the  Board. 

11.  Every  member  who  shall  be  at  the  Board, 
when  any  question  is  put,  shall,  on  a division,  be  count- 
ed, unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  decision, 
or  excused  by  the  Board. 

12.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  moved.  When  a proposed  amend- 
ment is  under  consideration,  a motion  to  amend  the 
same  may  be  made ; no  after  amendment  to  such  second 
amendment  shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an  amendment 
to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a substitute  to 
the  whole  matter  may  be  received. 

No  proposition  on  a subject  different  from  the  one 
under  consideration,  shall  be  received  under  color  of  a 
substitute. 

13.  These  by-laws  shall  not  be  altered  or  repealed, 
unless  notice  thereof  be  given  at  a previous  stated 
meeting. 


Law  8 th. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
held  in  November  in  each  year,  a committee  shall  be 
appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  a report  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  of  the  condition  of 
the  Hospital,  and  present  the  same  to  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  contributors  in  January. 

Law  9 th. 

No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  wards 
a longer  period  than  three  months,  without  the  special 
action  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  the  individual 
case.

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FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Philadelphia,  on  pre- 
senting to  the  contributors  this,  their  fourth  Annual 
Report,  beg  to  congratulate  them  upon  the  increasing 
usefulness  of  the  Institution,  and  the  favor  with  which 
its  establishment  has  been  distinguished  bj  the  good 
Providence  of  God.  Every  year  in  which  its  beneficent 
work  proceeds,  adds  new  proof  of  the  need  which 
existed  for  its  foundation,  and  of  the  claim  which  it 
has  upon  the  interest  and  support  of  the  church. 

An  Institution  like  this  can  never  probably  be  made 
directly  instrumental  in  advancing  the  visible  increase 
or  temporal  influence  of  the  particular  denomination 
to  which  it  belongs.  But  it  can  be  rendered  largely 
efficient  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  church’s 
errand, — to  do  good  to  men  ! and  thereby  win  for  her 
in  more  affluent  measure  the  blessing  of  Heaven.  This 
is  another  monument,  which  will  become  more  con- 
spicuous as  its  benevolent  operations  gain  enlargement 
of  the  fraternizing  influence  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.  All  the  charitable  institutions  of  our  land 
owe  their  existence  to  the  doctrines  and  precepts  of 
Christianity  ; and  it  is  here  becoming  more  and  more 
important  that  this  fact  should  be  asserted,  and  illus- 
trated. Many  of  our  beneficent  Institutions  are  in  no 
visible  way  associated  with  the  Christian  Church,  and 
it  is  therefore  easy  (for  those  who  choose  to  entertain, 
and  avow  such  opinion)  to  assume  that  the  spon- 
taneous charities  of  the  heart  have  suggested,  and 
founded,  and  supported  these  Homes  for  the  Friend- 
less, Hospitals  for  the  sick,  and  Asylums  for  the 
Orphan,  the  Widow  and  the  Insane.  Let  the 
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rationalist  point  us  to  some  Pagan  land,  where  such 
Institutions  abound,  and  we  will  be  ready  to  do 
homage  to  nature  rather  than  religion,  as  the  source 
from  which  they  have  sprung.  But  while  we  know  of 
no  such  fruits  on  Heathen  soil,  we  must  continue  to 
attribute  their  abundance  on  our  own,  to  the  pervasive 
presence  and  vivifying  power  of  that  religion,  whose  new 
commandment  is,  that  we  “love  one  another.”  And, 
to  make  this  our  conviction  more  widely  appreciated, 
and  accepted  of  others — we  esteem  it  an  occasion  for 
cordial  congratulation,  whenever  the  church  in  her 
associate  capacity,  erects  one  of  these  memorials  of  her 
beneficent  power,  these  demonstrations  of  her  benig- 
nant character,  and  puts  on  it  her  own  signet,  “ to  be 
known  and  read  of  all  men.”  Not  in  any  narrow  and 
sectarian  spirit  therefore,  but,  for  the  witness  which 
it  bears  to  the  religion  that  suggested  it,  and  all 
kindred  Institutions,  do  we  rejoice  that  this  is,  and  is 
denominated  a Church  Hospital. 

Moreover,  it  is  specially  worthy  of  your  support 
and  confidence,  as  a church  foundation,  because  it  con- 
templates in  its  organic  law,  administration  to  the 
needy  souls  as  well  as  suffering  bodies  of  men.  Such 
opportunities  for  exerting  a salutary  religious  influence 
as  are  afforded  in  a Hospital  for  the  sick,  surely  ought 
not  to  be  overlooked.  Adversity  itself  softens  the 
feelings,  and  makes  them  susceptible  to  such  gentle, 
and  winning  truths  as  the  Gospel  contains.  Kind- 
ness to  the  sick,  and  needy  opens  their  hearts  towards 
their  benefactors,  and  renders  them  approachable  with 
whatever  influences,  they  may  please  to  exert.  Our 
divine  Master  first  conciliated  men  by  acts  of  healing, 
but  did  not  omit  afterwards  to  disclose  to  them  his 
renovating  truth.  A church  would  but  half  fulfil  her 
errand  of  mercy,  if,  in  establishing  a Hospital  for  the 
sick,  she  did  not  make  certain  provision  for  that  timely 
dispensation  of  the  Gospel  to  them  who  may  occupy 
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its  wards  which  under  God’s  blessing  shall  save  their 
souls  from  death.  It  is  the  pleasure  of  your  Board 
to  report  that  during  the  past  year  the  religious  wants 
of  this  Institution  have  been  more  systematically  pro- 
vided for,  than  ever  before  : — and  with  manifest  tokens 
of  benefit  to  its  inmates.  Daily  worship  is  conducted 
as  heretofore,  in  the  Chapel,  by  the  Superintendent. 
The  Rev.  Richard  D.  Hall,  performs  with  great 
diligence,  and  aeceptableness  the  duties  of  Chaplain 
under  appointment  of  the  Bishop.  He  ministers  in 
Divine  service,  and  preaches  at  the  Hospital  on  every 
Lord’s  day,  and  besides  makes  Pastoral  visits  to  the 
patients  from  time  to  time,  on  the  other  days  of  the 
week.  Lay  assistance  has  also  been  rendered  during 
a part  of  the  year  in  the  conduct  of  a Bible  Class, 
which  has  been  attended  with  much  interest,  and 
evident  solemnity  of  feeling  by  a large  number  of  the 
inmates.  And  we  cannot  but  indulge  the  hope  that 
some  who  have  received  the  benefits  of  this  Institution 
during  the  past  year,  will  find  cause  to  bless  God, 
throughout  their  eternal  being,  for  having  placed  them 
by  his  Providence  within  its  walls. 

The  Hospital  has  been  occupied  to  its  utmost 
capacity  through  almost  every  week  of  the  past  year. 
The  numerous  applications  made  for  admission,  demon- 
strate that  there  was  positive  need  for  its  existence, 
and  that  however  useful  it  might  have  been  elsewhere, 
such  an  Institution  was  imperatively  required  in  its 
present  locality.  It  has  been  indeed  thus  far  almost 
exclusively  the  resort  of  those  who  wanted  medical 
attendance  and  care  as  a charity.  The  expense  of 
conducting  it  with  its  present  accommodations,  has 
therefore  been  greater  in  proportion  than  it  will  be  in 
future  years  when  it  shall  become  better  known,  and 
more  completely  furnished. 

The  fact  that  the  Hospital  is  at  all  times  full  and 
that  many  apply  for  admission,  who  cannot  be  received 
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for  lack  of  room,  is  an  emphatic  token  that  new 
and  more  extended  buildings  are  required.  Several 
generous  contributions  have  been  made  for  this  special 
object  during  the  past  year,  and  your  Board  of  Mana- 
gers have  felt  called  upon  to  testify  their  sense  of  the 
need  of  early  action  in  this  behalf,  by  appointing  a 
committe  of  their  Body  to  procure  Plans,  Estimates 
&c.  We  should  be  disposed  to  recommend  the  adoption 
of  immediate  measures,  and  the  prosecution  of  earnest 
efforts  to  accomplish  so  desirable  an  object,  could  we 
see  the  permanent  funds  of  the  Institution  increasing 
at  such  a rate  as  to  justify  the  hope  that  its  income 
would  prove  adequate  to  meet  the  annual  expenses  of 
a larger  establishment.  On  reference,  to  the  account 
of  your  Treasurer,  you  will  be  pained  to  observe,  that 
during  the  past  year,  the  Funds  of  the  Hospital  have 
received  no  increase.  The  number  of  Annual  Contri- 
butors has  been  less  than  before,  although  the 
collections  in  the  churches  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  so 
far  exceeded  in  amount  those  of  the  previous  year, 
as  to  make  up  the  defect.  Still  we  feel  that  this 
source  of  income  cannot  safely  be  relied  upon  to  yield 
any  considerable  amount  through  a series  of  years. 
The  expedient  is  probably  regarded  by  most  of  those 
who  give  to  these  collections,  as  a special  and  spasmodic 
effort  to  meet  a present  emergency.  The  increase  of 
the  'permanent  endowment  of  the  Institution  demands 
the  immediate  attention  of  its  friends.  It  has  already 
existed  long  enough  and  given  sufficient  evidence  of  its 
usefulness  to  “ the  sick  and  needy”  (whom  the  Lord 
has  told  us  we  shall  be  blessed  in  remembering)  to 
be  considered  generously  by  Christian  Men,  when 
(contemplating  the  hour,  wherein  they  shall  give 
account  of  their  Stewardship,)  they  apply  themselves  to 
the  solemn  and  responsible  work  of  making  their  “ last 
Will  and  Testament.” 

The  increase  of  the  vested  resources  of  the  Hospital 
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and  its  capacity  for  accommodating  the  sick  should 
proceed  together  and  at  once. 

In  no  respect,  perhaps,  is  the  want  of  a new  building 
more  urgent,  than,  that  provision  may  be  made  therein 
; for  an  Obstetric  Ward.  It  is  believed  that,  at  the 
i present  moment,  no  provision  is  made  for  cases  falling 
under  this  department  in  any  charitable  institution  in 
the  city ; except  at  the  Alms  House;  while  it  cannot  be 
denied,  that  in  many  instances  none  are  more  needy, 
and  deserving.  Could  the  extent  to  which  human  life 
is  sacrificed  in  our  community,  through  lack  of  com- 
fortable accommodation  and  suitable  attendance  for 
destitute  women  in  child-birth,  he  ascertained,  and 
brought  to  our  knowledge,  humanity  would  vie  with 
religion  in  readiness  to  give  and  to  labor,  that  the 
want  might  be  supplied. 

There  will  be  found  appended  to  this  Deport  a 
statistical  account  of  the  number  and  variety  of  cases, 
which  have  been  treated  in  our  Hospital.  As  in  the 
previous  year  the  ratio  of  mortality  will  be  seen  to  have 
been  small.  A great  amount  of  professional  labor  has 
been  performed  by  the  resident  Physicians  among 
persons  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Hospital.  The 
number  of  those  who  have  thus  been  attended  or  have 
come  daily  to  its  door  to  receive  advice  and  supplies  of 
medicine  from  its  Dispensary,  will  be  found  to  have 
far  exceeded  the  list  of  those  received  into  its  wards. 
A proposition  has  been  recently  submitted  by  the 
Assistant  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Hospital 
for  extending  the  benefits  of  its  ministrations  in  this 
way  to  every  part  of  the  city.  With  exemplary 
devotion  they  have  proffered  their  services  in  their 
respective  precincts  for  the  accomplishment  of  this 
design.  It  is  hoped  that  in  furtherance  of  this  their 
suggestion  some  practicable  plan  may  be  matured,  that 
will  greatly  extend  the  usefulness  of  our  Institution. 

It  is  with  no  ordinary  feeling  of  regret  that  your 
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Board  announce  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Francis  West, 
who  has  served  as  one  of  the  Physicians  of  the  Hos- 
pital, ever  since  it  was  opened.  To  his  constancy, 
and  devotion  as  well  as  medical  skill,  the  Institution  is 
largely  indebted  for  its  past  success  and  its  present 
reputation.  The  medical  staff  of  the  Hospital  has 
suffered  also  the  loss  of  Dr.  J.  Morton  Stille,  whose 
early  death  has  cut  short  a career  already  crowned  with 
honorable  success,  and  bright  with  the  promise  of  yet 
more  eminent  attainment.  To  the  vacancy  occasioned 
by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  West,  Dr.  William  Mayberry 
has  been  recently  chosen.  Dr.  J.  Da  Costa,  and 
Dr.  William  D.  Hoyt  have  been  elected  Assistant 
Physicians,  one  of  them  in  the  place  of  Dr.  Stille, 
deceased.  Dr.  Stewart,  one  of  the  resident  Physicians 
of  whom  honorable  mention  was  made  in  our  last 
Report,  having  resigned  early  in  the  year,  his  place 
was  supplied  by  Dr.  Hoyt,  who  was  elected  January 
9th,  1855,  but  much  to  the  regret  of  the  Board 
resigned  June  7th,  when  Dr.  St.  George  Hopkins  was 
chosen  to  succeed  him.  Dr.  A.  Douglass  Hall  we  are 
gratified  to  report  still  continues  most  acceptably  to 
serve  as  a resident  Physician.  On  the  7th  of  April, 
Mr.  John  Deacon  resigned  the  post  of  Steward,  and 
was  succeeded  by  the  present  faithful,  and  efficient 
incumbent  Mr.  William  Greatham.  These  frequent 
changes  in  th e personnel  of  our  Institution  are  much  to 
be  deplored,  and  retard  its  advance  to  the  highest  state 
of  prosperity,  but  should  awaken  no  surprise  while  the 
establishment  is  yet  in  its  infancy. 

In  the  Report  of  last  year,  record  was  made  of  the 
death  of  two  of  the  most  useful  and  honored  members 
of  the  Board  of  Managers.  No  such  breach  has  been 
made  in  our  number  during  the  twelve-month  just 
closed.  Prolonged  life  should  be  received  by  us  all  as 
prolonged  opportunity  for  active  usefulness  in  the 
service  of  God,  and  for  the  benefit  of  man.  There  is  no 
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legitimate  rest  from  such  labors,  till  we  find  it  in 
the  Paradise  of  God. 

The  venerated  lady  to  whom  the  church  is  so  largely 
indebted  for  the  valuable  Estate  which  our  Hospital 
now  occupies  still  lives  to  enjoy,  in  the  relief  of  multi- 
tudes of  the  sick  and  suffering,  a temporal  reward  for 
her  liberality.  What  can  be  more  grateful  to  the  heart 
than  a certainty  like  hers,  that  the  abundance  which 
Providence  had  bestowed,  is  wisely  and  beneficently 
appropriated  ? Why  are  not  Christians  to  whom 
Heaven  has  given  superfluity  of  wealth  more  fre- 
quently their  own  Executors  of  that  portion  of  their 
substance  which  they  feel  moved  to  consecrate  to  relig- 
ious and  charitable  uses  ? Surely,  if  the  luxury  of  doing 
good  were  rightly  appreciated,  bequests  to  such  pur- 
poses would  be  given  by  the  living,  rather  than  left  by 
the  dead,

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REPORT  OF  CASES  TREATED. 


There  have  been  admitted  during  the  past  year  into  the 
Hospital  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  two  hundred 
and  eighty-one  patients,  making,  with  the  thirty-two  remain- 
ing from  -last  year,  three  hundred  and  thirteen  treated  during 
the  past  twelve  months,  (being  an  increase  of  twenty-four  over 
last  year).  One  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-five  out-pa- 
tients have  been  prescribed  for,  in  the  out-patients’  room  at 
the  Hospital,  or  at  their  homes,  as  the  urgency  of  the  cases 
required.  Of  those  admitted  into  the  House  one  hundred  and 
seventy-six  were  medical,  and  one  hundred  and  five  were 
surgical  cases.
